But when I look back it 
certainly did better than we expected in the 
beginning," said Murch. 

The reason for the focus being on jazz was 
because everybody else seemed to be focusing 
on country and rock, said Murch. 

“The main reason is because we're interested in 
that type of music. There's nowhere around here 
that you can really go sec jazz, other than a few 
small places that use it as cither dinner music or 
jam nights, like they have at the Walper. This is a 
different level, this is a concert setting," said 
Murch. 

Both the Waterloo Stage Theatre, the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre, as well as the Centre in 
the Square Studio, headline the jazz productions, 
holding a maximum capacity of 2S0 people. The 
fact that you can experience well-renowned jazz 
artists in such an initimate setting is one of the 
definite up-sides of the shows, said Murch.
